G-S.R. 710.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of all previous rules in this regard, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to the posts of Librarian (Grade U) and Librarian 
(Grade lip in the Department of Legal Affairs, Ministry of 
Law, Justice and Company Affairs, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement :— 

(1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Law, 
Justice and Company Affairs (Department of Legal 
Affairs) Librarian (Grade II) and Librarian (Grad* 
III) Recruitment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 

publication in the Official Gazette. 

Z Number of posts, classification and scale of pay :— 
The number of posts of Librarian (Grade II) and or Libra¬ 
rian (Grade Ilf), their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
Schedule I and Schedule n respectively annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions :—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 


and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as speci¬ 
fied in columns 3 to 13 of the respective Schedules. 


4. Disqualifications —No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said posts : 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satis¬ 
fied. that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and there are other 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax :—Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing therein, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving -.—-Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 
tions relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes and other special categories of persons, in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from rim* 
to time in this regard.

G.SH. 729.—In cxcrcisr of the powers conferred by the

Provided that (he Central Gocvemment may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and there are other 
grounds for so doing exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. It 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons or posts. 

6 Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

(a) the aircraft suffers damage or a person associa¬ 
ted either with the maintenance or operation of 
aircraft, or both, sutlers injury in circumstances 
other than those specified in the definition of 
"accident", 

(b) the aircraft makes a forced landing ; 

(c) the aircraft lands at aerodrome In an unairworthy 
condition;

(e) the aircraft lands owing to conditions which 
make continuance of the night inadvisable ; 

(f) the position of the aircraft becomes unknown 
for any period ; or

(1) Where an aircraft is involved in an incident, 
the Pilot-in-Command, the owner, the operator and 
the hirer, if any, of such aircraft shall notify the 
incident to the Director General within 48 hours 
of the incident; 

(2) The Communication notifying the incident under 
sub-rule (1) shall contain the following informa¬ 
tion, namely :— 

(i) the type, nationality and registration marks of 
the aircraft; 

(ii) the name of the owner, operator and hirer of the 
aircraft; 

(iii) the name of the Pilot-in-Command of the air¬ 
craft ; 

(iv) the names and description of the crew of the 
aircraft : 

(v) the nature and purpose of the flight; 

(vi) the date and time of the incident 

(vlf) the place where the incident occurred ; 

(viii) the last point of departure and the next point 
of intended landing of the aircraft;

G.S.R. 732—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Record Keepers (Group C Post ) in the Regional offices 
of the Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals, New Delhi, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement : (1) These rules may be called the Regional Directorate of Supplies and Disposals and Inspection 
offices under the Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals New Delhi Record Keeper (Group C post) Recruitment Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay : The number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rule- 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc, : The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
to the post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule, 
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4. Disqualification : No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

ahull be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Picvided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the opnvjfion of this rule. 

*> Fewer to relax : Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons 1 j be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.
